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Mr. Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your 
information  the  Annual  Report  for  1963,  as  directed  by  Circular  1/64  from  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  your  area. 

STAFF. 

There  were  no  changes  in  the  staff  during  1963*  The  Clerk,  Mr .E.P. Humphries 
retired  and  Mr.W. A. Powell  was  appointed  and  there  was  some  reorganisation  of 
the  staff,  but  basically  the  staff  0+'  the  Health  Department  remained  the  same. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947.  SECTION47. 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  people,  generally 
elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who  are  unable  to  look 
after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and  are  in  such  a 
state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

There  Was  one  such  case  in  the  town,  an  elderly  gentleman,  who  gave 
me  much  thought  and  anxiety,  It  is  often  found  that  when  old  people  are  removed 
from  their  homes  to  a strange  envirenment  they  rapidly  deteriorate  anci  often 
die,  and.  consequently  I am  only  willing  to  take  action  under  this  Act  in  veyy 
obstinate  cases.  In  this  case  the  niece  of  the  old  man  was  most  anxious  that  he 
should  not  be  removed  and  promised  to  give  what  help  she  could  and  although 
conditions  were  far  from  ideal  at  least  the  man  remained  as  happy  as  he  could  be 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  21  births  giving  a rate  of  11.41  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  18.48  in  1962. 

Of  these  one  was  an  illegitimate  birth.  There  were  no  home  confine- 
ments, no  still  births  and  no  premature  births. 

There  wre  no  deaths  of  infants  in  the  first  year  of  life. 

There  were  30  deaths  giving  a rate  of  16.30  per  1.000  population 
compared  with  15*76  in  1962. 

Of  these  10  occured  in  people  over  the  age  of  75  years  and  11 
in  age  group  65-75  years. 

19  deaths  were  due  to  some  form  of  heart  disease  and  5 due  to 
cancer,  3 being  lung  cancer  and  occuring  in  men. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  measles  affecting  84  people,  49  boys  and 
35  girls  and  occuting  mainly  in  children  under  the  age  of  9 years. 

HOUSING. 

Plans  from  Unity  Structures  Ltd.  for  44  hou.sesinclud.ing  8 bungalows 
for  the  elderly  were  considered  and  Ministry  approval  was  granted.  These  houses 
are  to  be  built  at  Tregarth . They  include  2 and  3 bedroomed  h. uses  and  one 
and  two  bedroomed  bungalows.  It  is  intended  that  the  bungalows  will  be  provided 
with  a warden  service. 

During  the  year  2 houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise  and 
4 were  under  construction. 

SEWERAGE. 

The  sewers  and  disposal  works  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory 
condition  and  no  major  works  were  carried  out. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

There  is  a two  day  collection  in  the  town  and  the  tip  is  regularly 
baited  for  rats.  No  complaints  regarding  the  tip  were  received. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE.. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector  carries  out  100%  meat  inspection  at  the 
local  slaughterhouse  where  often  the  kill  is  very  large  and  is  a great 
responsibil ty  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  He  will  report  in  more  detail 
on  numbers  of  animals  inspected  in  his  part  of  the  report. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

TheMM  ntgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  the  provision 
of  water  in  the  urban  district  and  samples  of  water  taken  from  time  to  time 
in  the  town  were  satisfactory. 
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Difficult!  es  were  experienced  at  the  beginning  of  th©yoar  due  to  the  very 
severe  frost  with  frozon  service  pipes  and  water  was  supplied  to  affocted 
households  by  tank.

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Health  Visitors 


During  the  year  a start  was  made  to  reorganise  the  areas 
covered  by  the  health  visitors.  Prior  to  this  some  of  the  nurses  were  carrying 
out  health  visiting  duries  in  addition  to  their  general  nursing  duties.  The

Mrs. Ryder  covers  Cefn  Coch,  New  Mills( part ) in  addition  to  a large  part  of 
Forden  and  Llanfyllin  Rural  Districts.

These  all  take  medical,  surgical  and  maternity  cases  and  are  control- 
led by  the  Mid-Wales  H ospital  Board,  Aberystwyth. 


Laboratory  Service. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Aberystwyth  was 
reopened  after  having  been  closed  for  2 or  3 years. 

We  are  very  grateful  for  the  re-introduction  of  this  service  as 
it  has  not  always  been  convenient  to  use  the  laboratory  at  Shrewbury, 
especially  when  dealing  with  districts  in  the  western  side  of  the  area. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.

Vaccination  against  Small  Pox.

During  the  severe  winter  at  the  beginning  of  the  jrear  extreme 
difficulties  were  met  in  maintaining  water  supplies  in  the  three  urban 
areas  dealt  with  in  this  report.  Mains  and  service  pipes  were  frozen  and 
the  Water  Board  did  a good  service  in  supplying  people  from  tanks  going 
round  the  streets.  Some  parts  of  the  towns  were  without  mains  water  for 
up  to  12  weeks. 

On  the  whole  the  supplies  in  the  rural  districts  did  not  cause  so  much 
trouble  and  supplies  were  more  or  less  maintained.  Perhaps  this  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  most  of  the  rural  supplies  have  been  put  in  in  the  last 
10  years  or  so.
